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New councillor slams district's 
'lack of democracy' 


NEWLY elected district councillor and Dorchester town 
crier, Alistair Chisholm, has blasted the “precious little 
democracy” at West Dorset District Council. 

Councillor Chisholm said that major decisions are made 
by an executive committee of just seven members and 
that there is “virtually no debate” on major issues. 

Council leader Robert Gould has defended the “execu¬ 
tive” style model of democratic management, which he 
claims mirrors the system used by many large councils. 

District Councillor Alistair Chisholm, who was elected 
as an independent candidate for Charminster and Cerne 
Valley three months ago, is now calling for more open 
discussions at the council. 

In an open letter Councillor Chisholm said: “Unfortu¬ 
nately much that I’d be warned about in relation to the 
way in which the district council conducts its affairs ap¬ 
pears to be true. There is precious little ‘democracy’ as 
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evidenced by the fact that there’s virtually no debate on 
major issues. 

“Decisions affecting the district are taken by an execu¬ 
tive committee comprising seven members of the major¬ 
ity party (Conservative) each of whom is personally 
selected by the leader of that party (Councillor Robert 
Gould). I sense that their selection is based on the degree 
to which they can be relied on to go along with and en¬ 
thusiastically support every decision he makes. West 
Dorset has, effectively, an unelected mayor.” 

Councillor Chisholm is calling for the voices of all 48 
councillors to be heard. 

Narrow view 

“In my innocence and ignorance I fondly thought that 
there might be room, at this lowly but important level of 
local government, for the free exchange of ideas and opin¬ 
ions on issues which affect the people of the district,” he 
said. 

“No individual or party group is all-knowing and proper 
open debate is a fundamental safeguard of our much 
vaunted democracy which, if unavailable to democrati¬ 
cally elected representatives, makes for a dangerously 
narrow and limited view of what is appropriate for the 
district.” 

Councillor Chishom cited decisions surrounding new 
council offices and a new library as examples of the ex¬ 
ecutive committee in action. 
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He added: “There needs to be more open discussion at 
an early stage so that ideas are properly tested and do not 
become a sticking point from which the leader will not 
withdraw for fear of losing face, “cabinet” style local gov¬ 
ernment, brought in in 2000, has done little for democracy 
in West Dorset..” 

♦ West Dorset District Council Leader Robert Gould 
said: “The ‘executive’ or ‘cabinet’-style model of demo¬ 
cratic management is perfectly normal and prescribed in 
the Local Government Act 2001 for councils the size of 
West Dorset. 

“It mirrors the system used by the majority of other 
large councils as well as successive national governments. 

“All councillors can participate in the decision making 
process and major decisions, such as moving to smaller 
offices, are debated by the whole council in public.” 


Town Mill Bakery 
to close down 

THE Town Mill Bakery in Dorchester will be closing 
down next month, with the owners citing an in¬ 
crease in rent and business rates as the reason. 

Owner Clive Cobb was unavailable for comment 
this week but posted on Facebook: "It is with 
tremendous regret and not a small amount of anger 
and frustration that we have to close the Dorchester 
restaurant on September 5th. 

"Greed has closed this place. We've been frus¬ 
trated in our attempts to reverse the rises in rent (61 
per cent) and business rates (53 per cent) of last Oc¬ 
tober". 

Five employees will lose their jobs but in a later 
posting on Twitter Mr Cobb, who also owns the 
iconic Town Mill Bakery in Lyme Regis, says that they 
will be opening at Poundbury some time in the new 
year.

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THIS week veterinary surgeon Terry Girling 
shares his stories of life in a veterinary surgery. 
Terry is a partner, alongside Matthew Bow- 
ditch, in Beaminster's Girling and Bowdith Vet¬ 
erinary Surgery. 

Having qualified at the Royal Veterinary Col¬ 
lege in London Terry moved to Dorset in 1989 
with the view to stay for a couple of years. 

After falling in love with the county Terry 
bought into Girling and Bowditch, then Gethin 
and Bowdtich, in 1997. The surgery moved to 
state of the art premises in 2002 and has con¬ 
tinued to grow, taking pride in caring for the 
family as well as the animal. 

Terry now lives in Corscombe with his wife 
Sarah and son Tim, who attends the Sticklands 
Primary School. 

As you might expect the family also have a 
large array of pets including three dogs, two 
cats, 30 sheep, a bearded dragon, tropical fish 
and chickens. 


■ WHAT made you want to become a vet? 

I started seeing practice with a local vet when I was about 
13-years-old. I used to cycle four miles to help out at the 
practice on a Saturday morning. I was quite in to James 
Herriot then, as everybody was in the early 80s, and the 
practice that I saw was just like that. I think seeing the sat¬ 
isfaction the vets got, and one in particular I used to work 
with called Eric Taylor, that's what made me think, this is 
the job for me. 

■ WHAT is the best part about your job? 

The best part is looking after the whole package, the 
owner as well as the animal. That is what I really get my 
buzz from. Pets are members of the family and are there¬ 
fore treated as such. I love farm work, I'm just as enthusi¬ 
astic about that today as when I first qualified. I do love 
getting out and about on farms and again we tend to look 
after those smaller, family farms. 

Farms where it's not just chasing production figures from 
the cattle, it's not just about the kilograms of milk being 
produced. The farms where the cows have some kind of 
individual identity is what I like. 

■ WHAT makes Girling and Bowditch different from 
other veterinary surgeries? 

I think it's the personal service we offer. We've got old-fash¬ 
ioned ideas of looking after people and treating them as 
individuals but we are absolutely bristling with technol¬ 
ogy. We are one of the best-equipped practices in the area. 
It's cutting edge technology combined with a personal 
caring service for owner, pet and farm. 

■ WHAT are the downsides of the job? 

People always tell me they couldn't put animals down but 
that's not actually a downside because you are actually 



doing that animal a favour. Fortunately in this area we 
never have to put animals down unnecessarily. When we 
put animals down it's a quality of life issue. If you can do 
that and help them maintain their dignity it's actually a nice 
job. I suppose the downside is that vets do work ridicu¬ 
lously long hours and that's why it has to be a vocation, 
that's the tough bit. 

■ HAVE you ever worked with any unusual animals? 

When I first qualified I was asked to sex an axolotl, which is 
a south American amphibian. I knew absolutely nothing 
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about axolotls, I couldn't even catch it. It was in this bowl 
of water and I tried catching it but it pinged across the 
room like a bar of soap. I couldn't even catch it let alone sex 
it. I've worked with a few snakes but fortunately no spiders 
as I am a bit of an arachnophobe. I expect one day some¬ 
one will bring a tarantula into the consulting room and 
they will see me disappear out of the backdoor. 

■ WHAT are your favourite animals to work with? 

I do like working with birds of prey. I'm in to my falconry 
and I work with a lot of birds of prey from all over the south 
west really. 

■ HOW did you first become involved with falconry? 

A little lad brought a buzzard in that he'd trained and being 
that close and hands on with a bird of prey was amazing. 
I'm quite into my ornithology anyway so I just thought, 'I 
could do this'. It's great to be out taking the dog for a walk 
and having the bird flying along with you. It's another 
excuse for being outside in the country as well. 

■ IF you could go back to anytime in history when 
would it be? 

Roman Britain, just because that's what I'm into at the 
moment. In a month's time it will be something else. I'm a 
bit like Toad in Wind in the Willows, I get completely 
focused on one thing and then a month later it's boring and 
I'm on to something else. The Romans are this month's fad. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a dinner 
party? 

Jeremy Clarkson, because he is so un PC; David Attenbor¬ 
ough, just because of his experience with wildlife; and 
Julius Caesar to keep on the Roman theme.

IMPROVED risk ratings have been published for 
Dorset County Hospital NHS Foundation Trust follow¬ 
ing a review of its Annual Plan for 2011/12 which 
shows it is on the road to recovery. 

Following this latest review of the Trust's perform¬ 
ance, Monitor - the independent regulator for foun¬ 
dation trusts - has agreed a financial risk rating of 3 
and a governance risk rating of amber-green. At the 
same time last year, the Trust was rated 1 for finance 
and red for governance. 

Trusts are rated 1 -5 for finance, where 1 represents 
the highest risk and 5 the lowest. The ratings for gov¬ 
ernance are red, amber-red, amber-green and green.

Director of Finance Bill Boa added:"Our Annual Plan 
sets a surplus of £700,000 for the end of the year.

Model of martyrs 
to be auctioned

A VERY rare “maquette” 
(or bronze model) for 
Dame Elisabeth Frink’s fa¬ 
mous tribute to the Dorset 
Martyrs in Dorchester is to 
be auctioned. 

The 1983 bronze stands 
just 13 inches (33cm high) 
and depicts two of the 
Catholic martyrs being ap¬ 
proached by the cowled 
figure of Death. Only eight 
of these bronzes were ever 
made and none has ap¬ 
peared at auction for over 
20 years. 

Amongst many others, 
seven Catholics are known 
to have died for their con¬ 
sciences and their beliefs at 
the public hanging site 
in South Walks, Dorch¬ 
ester, now a leafy residen¬ 
tial avenue, where the 
finished full size sculpture 
is displayed. Thomas 
Pilchard (priest), William 
Pyke (carpenter), John 
Cornelius (priest), Hugh 
Green (priest) and Thomas 
Bosgrave, John Carey and 
Patrick Salmon (three 
Royal servants) were all 
hanged between March 
1587 and August 1642. 

“Pilchard, Pike and 
Green are recorded as 
being tortured, imprisoned, 
hung on the gallows, then 
cut down, butchered cru¬ 
elly upon a block, their 
limbs ripped from their 
bodies, the guts spilled and 
their maimed corpses pa¬ 
raded before a barbaric 
crowd,” said Richard Kay 


of Lawrences Auctioneers 
in Crewkerne. 

“Cornelius was judged to 
be too holy a man to be so 
brutally dismembered. He 
alone was permitted to 
pray, but then he was 
hanged, cut down when 
dead and finally disem¬ 
bowelled. His head was 
then nailed to the gallows 
for 15 days, so his treat¬ 
ment was still cruel be¬ 
yond belief.” 

The inspiration for the 
bronze came from the per¬ 
sistent request of nuns in 
the Convent of St. 
Genevieve in Dorchester 
who had sought a martyrs’ 
memorial for years. The 
County Museum in Dorch¬ 
ester then commissioned 


Frink. It was this grim and 
evil episode from Dorset’s 
darkest history that in¬ 
spired convent-educated 
Frink but the finished large 
bronze group on display in 
Dorchester differs from 
this maquette as Frink’s 
understanding of the 
theme developed. 

“This solemn figure 
group has a serene 
grandeur that belies its rel¬ 
atively small size,” added 
Mr Kay. 

The bronze which was 
purchased from an exhibi¬ 
tion of Frink’s work on 
Portland in May 1991, is 
expected to realise 
£25,000-35,000 when it is 
auctioned at Lawrences of 
Crewkerne. 


DorchesterLetters 

Time to react to 
unfortunate facts? 


■ WEST Dorset District Council has re¬ 
ported that there will now be an "in¬ 
tervening-period" between Phases 1 
(offices) and 2 (retail) in the Charles 
Street development and although 
they "hoped"work on Phase 2 would 
begin in 2013, it was "subject to an im¬ 
provement in the country's economy, 
in particular the retail and property 
markets". Phase 2 now looks exceed¬ 
ingly remote to all. 

Flaws emerged in WDDC's claim to 
save West Dorset tax-payers £224,000 
per annum by moving to new offices. 
If Phase 2 doesn't proceed, income 
loss from car-parking fees for the pre¬ 
vious 226 spaces in Charles Street 
South is estimated (fees plus share of 
WDDC season-ticket cards) at over 
£280,000 p.a. Also there's the £ mil¬ 
lions loss of business to existing 
Dorchester traders from 250,000 x 2- 
hour public parking opportunities lost 
p.a. (One trader shouted at Saturday's 
meeting that his business had literally 
halved since the loss of the car parking 
spaces). 

None of the 44 shops I approached 


even knew that - if Phase 2 did go 
ahead - the other Charles Street car¬ 
park (CS North) would have to shut - 
with no car-parking - for a period of 
three years, one month - with worry¬ 
ing effect on Dorchester's existing 
shops. 

The reasoning group of BOSS (Build 
Offices on Stratton-House Site) voted 
51 to 1 to mothball the current offices 
foundations construction work - even 
accepting a significant penalty charge 
- to save tax-payers and retailers a 
much greater subsequent real cost, 
and prevent closure of many of 
Dorchester's existing shops. 

Office construction must halt. Rea¬ 
son, not bluster, must prevail. No-one 
should with reason say'It'll cost too 
much now we've started'. It's demon¬ 
strably much cheaper to stop now. 

The next meeting of the reasoning 
group, is at 1 lam this Saturday, Au¬ 
gust 27th outside United Church, 
Charles Street, Dorchester. All wel¬ 
come.

THROUGHOUT the spring and summer months 
View From Reporter TOM GLOVER is welcoming 
all challenges in his column "Take on Tom 7 . 

This week Tom took part in THE FIVE PUBS 
CHALLENGE to help raise money for the village 
halls of Askerswell, Loders and Powerstock.

FOR my penultimate 
challenge of the summer 
I got on my bike to find 
out why the five pubs 
challenge is fastly be¬ 
coming a hotly antici¬ 
pated event in the local 
calendar. 

I must admit, the 
fundraising event is a 
masterstroke by the or¬ 
ganisers. Not only does it 
provide dozens of cus¬ 
tomers for village pubs 
while raising money for 
the village halls at the 
same time, it’s also cheap 
to run and a whole lot of 
fun on top. 

The basic premise chal¬ 
lenges those taking part 
to visit the five pubs of 
Loders, Uploders, Asker- 
swell, Powerstock and 
Nettlecombe on foot, 
bike or horse, covering 
around 8 miles in total - 
if you don’t get lost or 
drunk or both. 

Someone did offer me 
their horse for the chal¬ 
lenge but I opted for my 


bike instead as I don’t 
know how to work a 
horse. 

I sent a group text mes¬ 
sage off to my friends to 
gauge their interest and 
waited for their response. 

I sat back as the texts 
rolled back in, “I’ve got 
no money”, “I’m moving 
house”, “Whose number 
is this?”. 

Among the implausible 
excuses I did get some 
positive responses and I 
managed to rope in a 
couple of friends, Doug 
Sheppard and Catherine 
Carter. 

On the day of the event 
I texted them both to 
confirm our meeting 
point and then set off to 
cycle to Loders. I would 
have driven but hadn’t 
accounted for the fact my 
bike is considerably 
larger than my car boot, 
even with the seats 
down. 

When I arrived at the 
Loders Arms, already 


panting, I had my first bit 
of bad news. Showing 
great commitment to the 
challenge Catherine had 
decided to start early, 12 
hours earlier in fact, in 
Wetherspoons, Bridport. 

Determined to make 
sure she gave her all to 
the challenge, and feel¬ 
ing a little guilty that she 
wasn’t on a bike I imag¬ 
ine, Catherine had a cou¬ 
ple of drinks in every pub 
she visited, three or four 
in some. Come 11am on 
Sunday morning Cather¬ 
ine was suffering the side 
effects of her early start 
and had decided it was 
time to valiantly with¬ 
draw. 

Luckily, before I could 
worry that I might be 
going it alone, Doug ar¬ 
rived. He too had discov¬ 
ered the same car/bike 


problem I had encoun¬ 
tered. He walked over 
from his car with a bike 
frame in one hand and a 
wheel and a pump in the 
other. 

We constructed his 
bike, paid our entry fee 
and set off for our first 
pub. 

Now when I was a kid I 
swear I could have cy¬ 
cled all day long and not 
broken into a sweat. If I 
had been bom across the 
channel I reckon I would 
probably have been dis¬ 
covered as a child storm¬ 
ing past Lance 
Armstrong, riding no- 
handed, on the final stage 
of the Tour De France. 

I seem to have lost that 
talent with age however. 
Luckily so had Doug, 
and I happily agreed to 
his suggestion that we 


push our bikes to the top 
of the hill. 

Once in Nettlecombe 
we stopped for a quick 
drink at the Marquis of 
Lome and headed for the 
short trip to The Three 
Horseshoes in Power- 
stock. We had hit two 
pubs in quick succession 
but then started to worry 
as we sailed down an 
endless downhill stretch 
to the foot of Eggardon 
Hill. 

There was no way we 
were cycling up that, we 
gave it a shot but soon 
found ourselves pushing 
again. The hill is so steep 
that I think I even saw a 
car driver pull in to take 
a breather halfway. 

We slowly pushed our 
way to the top, pretend¬ 
ing we were just looking 
at the map when anyone 


passed us by. 

When we got to the top 
though it was worth the 
slog. We took in the 
views and then got back 
in the saddle and glided 
down to the Spyway Inn 
at Askerswell. 

After a quick drink and 
chips break we got back 
in the saddle and ped¬ 
alled the short stretch 
back to Loders, stopping 
to get our maps stamped 


in The Crown at Up¬ 
loders on the way. 

We received our final 
stamp and our certifi¬ 
cates and it was all over 
too soon. 

I’m now fully aware 
why the challenge has 
become so popular and 
hope I can persuade a 
few others to join me 
next year. 

The views are great, the 
pub gardens are glorious 


and with more than 100 
people taking part you 
are bound to bump into a 
familiar face along the 
way. Roll on next year’s 
challenge.

A heart whence warm affections flow,

T HETalbot Arms, in the heart of the village of Uplyme, near Lyme Regis, is a fam¬ 
ily friendly pub that has an idyllic setting on the banks of the river Lym. Under 
the ownership of Steve and Wendy Gardner, the pub has built an excellent local 
reputation for serving up hearty portions of quality home cooked pub food. 

After my usual Sunday morning round of golf, I was feeling extremely hungry and 
went for lunch at the Talbot Arms, and I was in for quite a treat. As soon as you walk 
through the front door you are greeted by a warm and friendly atmosphere, with 
very helpful staff, and importantly for me, a choice of quality local ales! 

I settled for a pint of Otter Bitter, and a table by the fireplace, which in the winter 
only adds to the warm, cozy nature of the pub. Not wasting any time, I went up to 
the carvery to the choice of meats. There was a beautiful joint of Beef, along with 
Ham andTurkey. Unsurprisingly, I opted for a bit of all three! The beef was cooked to 
absolute perfection, and you are given the choice if you would prefer a slice from 
the well done part of the joint, or the pink part, which as a true red blooded male I 
opted for, and it really was melt in the mouth good. 

Having selected my meats and gravy I then turned to the hot plate on the right, 
and had a huge selection of fresh vegetables to choose from, certainly enough to 
satisfy any appetite! The selection included Talbot Arms specialities of Cauliflower 
cheese, as well as curried leeks, I'm not normally a big fan of either of these vegeta¬ 
bles but let me tell you these variations are both truly delicious, and really make what 
I perceive as quite boring vegetables into something quite vibrant and exciting. 
There was also all the usual trimmings you would expect to find such as carrots, roast 
potatoes, Yorkshire puddings, red cabbage, broccoli, stuffing, and much more. 

When tucking in to the meal, it really is obvious that what you are eating has been 
sourced locally, as the freshness and quality really does speak for itself. It was an ab¬ 
solute delight, and at £8.95 per adult and £5.50 per child represents excellent value. 
If you have enough room left there is also a fine selection of sweets to choose from, 
including such favourites as treacle tart, and apple crumble. 
However having eaten enough meat and vegetables to feed 
a small family I was absolutely stuffed and couldn't quite 
manage any more! 

It's not just Sunday Lunch that is served at The Talbot, the 
sample menu on the opposite page gives you an idea of 
what you can tuck into throughout the rest of the week.Tues- 
day night in particular is Fish & Chip night, where a take away 
option is also available. 

Steve and Wendy have also knocked down the old skittle 
alley and built five beautifully presented en-suite rooms, 
which are available on a Bed & Breakfast basis, so why not 
make a night of it and stay over? Reservations are advised for 
both the restaurant and the rooms, especially in the busy 
summer months, so give them a call now on 01297 443136 
and see for yourself what the Talbot Arms has to offer.

P ORSCHE is proud to present the new 
911 Carrera, a completely new gener¬ 
ation of the iconic coupe that has 
been acclaimed as one of the world's 
benchmark sports cars since its launch in 
1963. It's set to debut at the IAA Frankfurt 
Motor Show next month. 

Tradition meets modernity 

True to the 911 tradition, the distinctive 
Porsche design language exudes power 
and elegance. The unmistakable silhouette 
still catches the eye while incorporating 
new, exciting contours and precisely de¬ 
signed details; a 100mm longer wheelbase 
for improved stability and greater interior 
space; front and rear overhangs are shorter, 
maintaining the compact footprint that has 
been a longstanding 911 attribute; the 
sporting stance is emphasised by the lower 
roof line and a wider front track increases 
on-road presence further still while raising 
the renowned chassis dynamics. 


The rear-mounted, flat six cylinder engine 
is an equally symbolic component of the 
911 identity; and behind the rear axle of the 
new car lies an uprated range of powerful, 
efficient and evocative 'boxer' engines. 

The 911 Carrera is powered by a new 3.4- 
litre engine developing 350 hp, and the 
Carrera S features a 400 hp version of the fa¬ 
miliar 3.8-litre. 

These new engines offer performance im¬ 
provements for both models. The 3.4-litre 
Carrera with PDK accelerates from 0-62mph 
in 4.6 sec, 0.1 sec quicker than the prior 
model. 

Pressing the Sport Plus button on the op¬ 
tional Sport Chrono Pack cuts that to 4.4 
sec. The 3.8-litre Carrera S with PDK can ac¬ 
celerate from 0- 62 mph in 4.3 sec (Sport 
Plus 4.1 sec), 0.2sec quicker than its prede¬ 
cessor. 

All-new lightweight body 

Principle among the innovative steps for¬ 


wards is the all-new, lightweight body, fea¬ 
turing intelligent aluminium-steel compos¬ 
ite construction. 

It is responsible for a significant proportion 
of the vehicle weight reduction of up to 45 
kg. 

Innovative chassis technology 

That the new 911 offers better acceleration 
in a straight line goes without saying, but it 
also offers top performance at an unprece¬ 
dented level across the entire dynamic 
repertoire. 

In addition to the longer wheelbase, the 
greater agility, precision and driving stabil¬ 
ity are based, among other things, on the 
wider front track, a new rear axle and new 
electro-mechanical power steering. 

Depending on the model, there are other 
standard or optional active control systems 
available as well that further enhance the 
driving dynamics. 

That is especially true for the Porsche Dy¬ 
namic Chassis Control (PDCC) active roll sta¬ 
bilisation system, available for the first time 
on the 911 Carrera S. 

The system reduces body roll when cor¬ 
nering, with the result that the tyres are al¬ 
ways in the optimal position relative to the 
road surface and thus able to transmit 
higher lateral forces. 

Exterior design 

The familiar athletic appearance of the 911 
is given further dynamism with a 100mm 
longer wheelbase, reduced height, and up 
to 20-inch diameter alloy wheels. 

At the same time, the typically compact 
exterior dimensions have been retained. 
Seen from the front, the eye is drawn to the 
trademark wide-arched wings, emphasis¬ 
ing the wider front track and making the 
new 911 Carrera models adopt a particu¬ 


larly sporting stance on the road. 

The redesigned exterior mirrors are now 
mounted on the upper edge of the door 
and not as before on the mirror triangle. 

Not only is this aerodynamically advanta¬ 
geous, it also emphasises the new design 
line and visual impression of width. 

Interior design 

To complement the modern exterior, the 
Porsche designers created an interior style 
which takes its cue from that of the Porsche 
Carrera GT. 

The driver is now even more closely inte¬ 
grated with the cockpit thanks to the centre 
console rising up to the front with the high- 
mounted shift lever - or PDK gear selector - 
located close to the steering wheel in typi¬ 
cal motorsport fashion.

Weymouth set to introduce 3rd XV - Bridport look to rebuild 


THE 2011/2012 rugby season is almost 
upon us once again and it promises 
much, at both local and international 
level; for while most local clubs' league 
campaigns commence on September 
the third, the 2011 Rugby World Cup 
starts in New Zealand some five days 
later and goes on until virtually the end 
of October.

DORCHESTER Town produced a magnificent display to cancel 
out their opening day drubbing at Dover by completely out¬ 
playing a poor Maidenhead United side despite having been 
reduced to ten men midway through the first-half when Steve 
Devlin was dismissed.
